In  their  first  two 
years,  students  learn  about 
young  children  (infant  to  age  8).

In  their 
senior  year,  students  practice 
teaching  in  one  of  these  areas.

Exercise  Physiology  students  are  dedicated  to 
health  enhancement.  They  are  responsible  for  the 
development  and  coordination  of  exercise  pro- 
grams for,  as  well  as  the  training  and  education 
of,  patients  or  clients.  Students  gather  an  in-depth 
scientific  understanding  of  how  the  human  body 
works.  These  students  have  a  variety  of  intern- 
ships at  hospitals,  rehabilitation  clinics,  fitness 
centers  and  research  institutions. 
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The  Fashion  Retail  program  focuses  on  the  re- 
tail industry  through  courses  in  fashion  as  well 
as  business.  Students  work  in  the  industry  with 
retailers  and  by  creating  the  Lasell  window  (in 
Wolfe  Hall).  The  Fashion  Design  program  fo- 
cuses on  the  skills  of  the  design  business.  Stu- 
dents have  the  opportunity  to  work  with  de- 
signers in  their  salons  as  well  as  in  Lasell's 
clothing  construction  laboratory.

The  Human  Services  program  has 
students  working  to  improve  the  Hves 
of  people  with  a  variety  of  develop- 
mental, emotional  and  social  prob- 
lems. Students  gain  sensitivity  to  cul- 
tural and  ethnic  diversity  and  are  in- 
troduced to  the  dynamics  of  social 
oppression. 


Students  in  the  Liberal  Arts  program 
gain  a  broad-based  foundation  in  the  hb- 
eral  arts,  with  a  concentration  in  the  in- 
terdisciphnary  areas  of  Humanities,  Inter- 
national Studies  and/or  Social  Science. 
The  students  have  on-going  opportunities 
for  connected  learning  through  their 
coursework  in  the  classroom  and  real 
world  applications.  Throughout  the  year 
students  learn  a  historical  perspective  on 
how  civilizations  evolved;  an  increased 
awareness  of  global  perspectives;  an  un- 
derstanding of  the  methods  used  to  study 
human  behavior;  and  an  appreciation  of 
the  complexity  and  richness  of  the  human 
experience. 


□ Students  in  the  Nursing  program  focus 
on  the  laboratory  sciences  integrated  with 
a  nursing  curriculum  and  balanced  by  gen- 
eral education  skills  through  liberal  arts 
courses.  The  students  use  their  classroom 
knowledge  throughout  their  chnical  prac- 
ticum  experiences  in  health  care  settings  in 
the  Boston  area. 
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Students  in  the  Open  Studies  curriculum 
combine  a  liberal  arts  education  with  the  op- 
portunity to  develop  interests  in  other  fields 
of  study.  The  students  formulate  career  goals 
and  design  a  program  of  study  tailored  to 
these  goals.  The  program  permits  latitude  in 
the  choice  of  subjects  that  the  students  study. 
Students  take  hberal  arts  as  well  as  non-lib- 
eral arts  electives. 


The  Occupational  Therapy 
program's  main  focus  is  the 
development  of  adaptive  skills 
and  performance  capacity. 
The  students  learn  to  help 
those  individuals  whose  abili- 
ties to  cope  with  tasks  of  hving 
are  impaired  by  developmental 
deficits,  aging,  physical  injury, 
or  psychological  and  social  dis- 
abilities. The  students  do  their 
clinical  in  hospitals,  nursing 
homes,  psychiatric  hospitals, 
halfway  houses,  schools,  and  a 
variety  of  other  health  care  fa- 
cilities. 
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Students  explore  a  variety  of  perspectives  involved  in  the  study 
and  understanding  of  human  behavior.  Students  become  knowl- 
edgeable  about  the  complex  set  of  forces  that  shape  an  individual's 
development  throughout  his  or  her  life.  Students  apply  what  they 
learn  in  the  classroom  as  counselors,  case  aides  and  researchers. 
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When  students  become  educated 
health-care  providers,  they  play  an 
important  role  in  the  rehabditation  of 
individual  patients.  Students  assist 
the  Physical  Therapist  in  implement- 
ing treatment  programs  and  training 
patients  in  exercise,  daily  activities 
and  the  application  of  hot  and  cold 
treatment  modalities. 
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Students  in  the  Sociology  de- 
partment develop  the  skills 
needed  to  understand,  critical- 
ly assess  and  change  the  struc- 
tures found  in  modern  society. 
Their  studies  prepare  students 
to  address  the  development, 
operation,  hreakdown  and  re- 
building of  societies.  Students 
work  in  the  Center  for  Women 
in  Public  Service  and  in  other 
internships  with  local,  com- 
munity agencies. 


Lasell's  Hotel  and  Travel/ 
Tourism  Administration  pro- 
gram provides  students  with 
first-hand  experience  in  travel 
agencies,  client  services  and 
group  travel  planning.  Stu- 
dents take  a  variety  of  hospi- 
tality, tourism  and  business 
courses  that  focus  on  opera- 
tional issues,  hospitality,  tour- 
ism marketing,  human  re- 
source management  and  ad- 
ministration. Students  have  in- 
ternships with  a  variety  of 
businesses,  including  airlines, 
cruise  companies  and  travel 
agencies.
